Tau Wiſdom conſiſts in making the right Uſe of 

every thing, even what is moſt trifling, but always ſo 

as to keep the Power of diſtinguiſhing what is eſtima- 

ble in itſelf, from that which at beſt can only be ſaid 

not to be hurtful. But the Reflection on this, has 

fince become a melancholy Conſideration to me, by 

_ obſerving that the Eagernels for this Sort of Criticiſm 

in thoſe Gentlemen, really ariſes from a Motive which 

ſpoils their Characters, hardens their Hearts, and 

makes them ſecret Enemies to each other: for, altho'

Skill. In all their Arguments, the great fear of grant- 
ing too much, leſt what followed ſhould make againſt 
their own favourite Conjectures, and the Expreſſions 
they made uſe of, ſuch as, I am ſure that is unanſwer- 
able; Now I have gained that Point, &c. were ſtrong 
Proofs, what Point they propoſed to gain, namely, 
the Honour of having firſt found out what, in heir 
Opinions, appeared of too great Conſequence, to yield 
the Glory of it to any but themſelves. „ 
AxorEHER Art too I found they made uſe of, was 
this, that when they could not preſently recollect gi 
thing to the purpoſe, they raiſed their Voices to ſuc 
a pitch in talking from the Purpoſe, as viſibly ſhewed 
a Reſolution, that no one elſe ſhould be heard. And, 
whenever one of theſe Gentlemen are catched ſepa- 
rate from the reſt, the ſly Innuendos, and depreciat- 
ing Expreſſions they think proper, from their great 
Friend/hips, and Lowe to their Companions, to afford 
one another, are plain Proofs how much Affection or 
Taſte, and how little Vanity is concerned in the Choice 
of their Company. And I was told laſt Night by a 
Gentleman, who has liad a Jong acquaintance with 
them all, that he has known them do a hundred ſy 
underhand Tricks, to hurt one another, notwithſtand- 


ing they ſeem ſo well pleaſed to be together; and 


whilſt one of them is in Company, the Converſation 


never ceaſes on the Failings of the reſt, from the great 


Sorrow and Compay/ion he has for them, Unfortunate

AM very ſorry you met with fark: dull Company 
iu your Journey; but as you was out of their reach 
when I had the Pleaſure of your Letter, I could not 
help being entertained with your Account of their va- 
rious Characters; becauſe my mind immediately ran 
over ſo many Scenes of my Life, where the whole 
Company have been diſpleaſed, for no other Reaſon 
but a noble and wiſe Re olution of being ſo. Vour 
Account of the Criticks is ſo juſt a Picture of many 
Converſations, and ſo lively a Repreſentation of the 
Motives to numberleſs ill natur'd Actions we are at firſt 
Aartled at, and puzzled to find out any Motive at all 
for; that it forced me to place before my Eyes ſeveral 
of my Acquaintance whom I ſhould be very glad not 
to ſee in that light. But there are many Scenes in the 
common Intercourſe with Men, that in themſelves 
would appear ridiculous, and be the Subject of Laugh- 
ter, if Experience did not prove them ſuch ſtrong and 
indelible Marks of Mens Characters, as makes. the 
Reflection painful. I will now give you an Example 
of what I ſay. | 
FE SrexnT the Evening before laſt at Rufus 8, where 
was alſo Pirithout, Empedocles, and Tiberius. When 
Feame in, they were all in ſuch an uproar of laughing, 
that it was ſome time before I could find out the Cauſe 
of their Mirth, (and &- believe was I to give you a

© with him. Here he ſtopt, for this mighty Jeſt re- 


newed the Mirtb, and the Roar continued, till I really 
grew quite peeviſh, and could not forbear ſaying, 1 
ſuppoſe, Gentlemen, if you had any Friend ſo ill 
the Small-pox,. that his Recovery was deſpaired of, 
and if you could find that he had got the Diſeaſe, by 
going out when he might have ſtayed at home, and 
you could diſcover by that means that you might any 
way call it bis own Fault; you would think him the 
Object of Mirch. They all flared at me for ſome time 
as if I had been a Monſter, for. not participating in 
their Jollity, as they were pleaſed to think it. At laſt 
Empedocles, with a Shrug of his Shoulders, and a con- 
temptuous Sneer, thought proper to anſwer me thus: 


And pray, Sir, are you. the. weeping Philoſopher ? 
66 Are you too abiſe to be merry S Pray what Are the 


proper Objects of Ridicule, but thoſe Misfortunes 


« which Folly and Ignorance bring upon People? I 


« don't know what one has to do in this World, but 


* to divert one's ſelf at other's Expence.. For it is 


* their own Fault: Why do they give us that Advan- 
tage over them? I aſſure you, I would not loſe the 
% Capacity or Opportunity of being merry, and en- 
joying the Company of my Fri ends, for all your fancied 
« Wiſdom and cynical Philoſophy.” © 2 4 
Arx this Wit, added to the whimfical Geſtures of 

the Speaker, cauſed another loud Roar; and then 
| Pirithous took me to taſk as follows: © Now, Friend, 
JC ²˙ A 
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* ſays he, I will tell you a Story, which if you don't 
« think ridiculous, I will give you up to your own 
« four Diſpoſition, and utterly deſpair of curing you. 
« A Friend of mine the other day was arreſted, and 
& carried to Priſon : And what do you. think was the 
« Cauſe of it? Neither Extravagance nor Misfortunes; 
but he was ſo great a Fool, that he could never en- 
4 joy any thing, unleſs his Friends ſhared it with him; 
and fo ſtrenuouſſy he ſerved one at one time, and 
another at another, that at laſt he could ſupport it 
** no longer; and has now no hopes of Relief. He 
4 fent-to me to have been Bail for him; but I knew 
% better things. No, no, thought I, who would be 
Fool then? I have often adviſed him not to go on 
* ſo; but the filly Fretch would not hearken to me. 
And now ſuppoſe you would have me cry, becauſe 
© he finds to his own Coſt, how much I was in the 
right. But indeed I ſhall not; for I am pleaſed 
« with it. If indeed a Banker had broke, or any 
4+ thing of that kind Here Tiberius, in haſte to 
vent a fine Sentence, interrupted him, and cried 
out, Right, Empedocles; if after all the prudent 
« Conſiderations for Himſelf a Man ought to have, any 
„ Misfortunes had attended him, and he had not been 
* to blame, he certainly had been tþe Objed# of Pity ; 
* Chriſtianity then would have obliged us to Com- 
3j 8 . 
„ The Word Chriſtianity uttered in this manner, by a 
Wretch who in the ſame Breath dared to plead in juſti- 
fication of indulging cruel Senſations, ſtruck me with 
ſuch Horror, that I left the Room with the utmoſt 
Precipitation. But as I went out, I heard echoing 
Laughter reſound ſo loud, that I was convinced they 
were enjoying the Triumph they thought due to the 
Victory of having drove me from the Room, as they 
imagined, by the Strength of their Arguments, and 
ihe Force of their Underſtandings. You may be ſure - 
I did not give myſelf any trouble about what they 
thought; and I really was ſhocked to reflect, what 
muſt be the real Motive of all the Actors in this, to 
me horrid, to them entertaining Scene. I did not

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Want any further light into their Characters ; but hap- 
pening this Morning to ſpeak of this Converſation — a 


Gentleman with whom I breakfaſted, he told me he 
knew them all four, and the Hiſtory of their Lives 
very well; and he would tell me a particular Story of 


each of them, which he thought as ſtrong Characte- 


riſticks as could be given. "Although I thought I knew 


them full enough, yet Curiofity to know how their 


Lives tallied with their late Diſcourſe, led me to ac- 
cept my Friend's Offer; and he began as follows: 

„RU FU S loſt his Mother when he was ten Years 
„old. His Father married again, as ſoon as Decency 


would permit. He choſe a young Lady born and 


* bred a Gentlewoman, altho' ſhe had no ne to 
bring with her. But if it was poſſible for any Be- 
*© haviour to make amends for the want of it, Delia 
** (for that was the young Lady's Name) might juſtly 
be ſaid to do ſo. Contrary to moſt Step- Mothers, 
© ſhe endeavoured by an unaffected Love for her Huſ- 


| © band's Son, to loſe that Diſtinction; and by all the 
Marks of a parental Fondneſs, tried to make Ryfus 


forget ſhe was not his Mother by nature. But as her 


HFuſband was very covetous in his Diſpoſition, and 
as his Love for her was only an ungovernable 
« Paſſion for her Perſon, ſoon grown weary of that, 


e he looked upon her as having coſt him greatly too 
dear; and continually calculated how much Money 


«© he was out of Pocket through her Means, by con- 
_ &. fidering the Fortune his Eſtate might have demanded 
* with another Woman. Rufus, who has all the 


little low Cunning that generally waits on Folly, 
e made uſe of every mean Artifice to aggravate his 
« Father's Diſlike to his Wife; and the Life the poor 


«© Woman led between them, was too miſerable to 


« admit of a Deſcription. When Rufus was One- and- 


twenty, his Father died: he had taken care to ſettle 


„ but half enough to keep his Wife, before he was 


« married, that ſhe might be debarred from any 
4 Claim afterwards. This he did, only to try if by 
her Behaviour ſhe would deſerve more; which flie 


boy certainly did not: for ſhe was * of that great

* Offence of not being able to prevent his being tired 
«© of her Perſon, and to enhance her Crime, behaved 
< in ſuch a manner, that he could not poſſibly throw

% he was dead, Rufus barbarouſly turned his Mother 
(for ſo ſhe was in all her Actions towards him) and two 

little Girls ſhe had by his Father, out of his Houſe, 
to wander and provide for themſelves as they could. 
« Delia did not long ſurvive this Treatment, and he 
* has ſince allowed her two Daughters juſt enough to 
«* ſay he keeps them, and to prevent their Applieation 
% to any other Perſon from having any Effect. And 
all the Juſtification he can bring for this Behaviour 
4 1s,*that he has a Right to do as he pleaſes with his 
* own Property. But here I will leave him, as I 
think his Character muſt be ſo very clear to you as

© TTBERIUS contracted what is called a Friend- 

Hip at School with a young Gentleman called Pho- 
* cion; they were then Equals: but ever ſince they 
came into the World, Tiberius has been in the pof- 

＋ſeſſion of a very good Eſtate, and Phocion has been 
* always in great Diſtreſs. However, Tiberius was fo 
« generous as to lend him a ſmall Sum upon a Scheme, 
which had it ſucceeded, muſt certainly have made 
his Fortune, with a Promiſe of its being repaid with 
more Intereſt than a common Uſurer would have 
> demanded. The Scheme, contrary to a very high 
degree of Probability, failed; Phocion was undone, 
and Tiberius diſappointed ; but would not bear the 
Diſappointment, without ſomewhere wreaking his 
„Revenge. The unfortunate Phocion' then muſt be 
e the Object of it; all Reaſons. were vain, a total In- 
4, capacity of paying the Money was not admitted as 
an Inducement to Mercy. Tiberius demanded but 
10 hit our, and Phacion in juftice could not deny com- 
i plying with his Demand, whether it was in his 
power or no. Phocion, irritated with repeated In- 
« ſalts, and more galled with T:berias's cruel Beha- 
viour than his own unhappy Circumſtances, could 
| | | 66 not. 
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<« not help at laſt repreſenting to him, how unreaſon- 
« able it was thus to upbraid him with the not per- 
forming Impoſſibilities. This was an unpardon- 
« able Fault, and poor Phocion like the Lamb in the 
„% Fable was in the power of a Wolf, whoſe own In- 
« clination and Reſolution to devour him, was not to 
«© be altered or ſoftned by any thing he could ſay or 
« do. The Reſult was; Tiberius's proſecuting all the 
« Rigour of the Law, and Phocion's being unmerci- 
fully thrown into Priſon, A melancholy Conſidera- 
68 tion! when we reflect that the Proſecutor, even in 
« Intereſt; is ſo far from being the better for it, that 
he is obliged to ſupport, or rather to prolong the 
Life of his imaginary Adverſary in that Nite he 
„ has barbarouſly and willingly thrown him into. 
„ PIRITHOUS has à large Eſtate; infomuch 
« that in one Pariſh where he is Lord of the Mannor 
* he has 1500 J. a Year. |Mr. ——;, the Parſon of 
„the Pariſh and he always agreed extremely. He 
« demanded nothing unreaſonable, was a kind Patron; 
© and Mr. ———;, full of Gratitude for his Goodneſs, 
loved and eſteemed. him. About five Years ago 
« Pirithous married a Lady, whoſe whole Soul was 
e filled with Vanity, and who never was ſenſible of 
any other Pleaſure, but that of trampling her Infe- 
« riors under her Feet. Mr: - ſoon found that 
the Change of the old Cuſtoms of the Houſe made

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Service, wait longer for the inſolent Lady of the 
Squire of the Pariſh. This ſhe conſtrued to be 
* Pride, (a Word, conſtantly retorted on all who fail 
to pay the proper Adoration to thoſe who are their 
© own'imaginary Deities.) In ſhort, ſhe ſo much in- 
6% cenſed her Hufband, who before only wanted a 
Temptation to be wicked, that he lets his whole 
« Eftate of 1500 J. a Year lie fallow and uncultivated, 
% only that he may not pay Tythes. Since he has 
been guilty of this Cruelty, he takes all Opportu- 
«© nities' of arguing in tke Defence of Cruelty. The 
“ Clergyman bears a very good Character, has a large 
« Family, which, with himſelf, are almoſt ſtarved by 
& this inhuman Treatment of his former Patron. 
„ And yet what he owed to Pirithous for being his 


former Patron, has ſo much raifed his Gratitude, | 


« that he ſuffers all with a true Chriſtian Meckneſs * 

« And it was by very great accident I happened to 
* hear this Story, which I ſhould be glad to forget. 
* But it made ſo deep an Impreflion, that my Me- 
“ mory retains it too faithfully ; as it does alſo what 


am now going to tell you of Empedrcles, He has 


c lived moſt part of his time in the Country; and 
te there he once took it into his head to breed up a 
« Fawn in ſo tender and familiar a manner, that he 
& fed it from his Table with his own Hand. He de- 
„ Jghted to make it his Play-thing, whilſt the poor 
© artleſs innocent Fawn took his Behaviour for real 
6 Fondneſs, and gratefully returned it in kind. When 
„this Creature became a fall-grown Hind, ſtie ſtill 
„ continued as tame as ever, waited on her Maſter's 
« Will, attended his Call, and obey'd his Commands, 
nd daily learned ſome new Method of playing 
little harmleſs Tricks to divert and entertain him. 
© Poor 'Wretch! that Food which Nature craved, 
«© became doubly ſweet, and was heightned into 'the 
i greateſt Pleaſure by the Kindneſs of the Hand that 
« gave it. And ſhe grew at laſt ſo fond of her Ma- 
« ſter, that ſhe refufed Nouriſfiment from any other 
6 Fand than his. But not being totally exempt from 


* "the F — of her Kind, the — accuſed oy 
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ö of having gnawed ſome old coarſe Linen, and being 
otherwiſe troubleſome in ſome trifling things with- 
out doors, ſhe was proved guilty; and.

turned every thing topſy-turvey ; aſſured him ſhe was 
very much of his Opinion, that Eve's ſuperior Tender- 
neſs was very viſible, from that exalted Thought of 


making it her chief Fear, her Husband ſhould be hap- 


py in a future Eve, and ſhe alone be forced to ſuffer 
the Puniſhment of her Diſobedience. I was really 
aſtoniſhed at this Turn, but faid nothing, for I knew 
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 HORTENSIUS read on; and when he came to 
the Diſpute between Adam and Fe, which had been 
moſt in fault, he could not help remarking the great 
Alteration of Adam's Style ſince the Fall. That pure 
and diſintereſted Love, he uſed before to expreſs; was 
vaniſhed, and in its ſtead came Fumult and Diſcord;

or rather give you the Characters of Conſfantius and

 CONSTANTIUS's Underſtanding and Good- 
nature are equally concerned in the directing every 
Action of his Life: He keeps up to the ſtricteſt Rules 
of Honour in all his Dealings with Mankind ; no one 
can ſay he has ever injured them, but numbers, if they 
will ſpeak the truth, may ſay he has taken opportuni- 
ties of doing them good. He does many Actions, 
other Men would think ſufficient to give them a Title 
to be called real Friends, only from a general Benevo- 
lence in his Diſpoſition. This Inclination in the ſtrongeſt 
manner leads him to Friendſhip, but his Underſtand- 
ing will not let him take falſe Objects for true ones; and 
therefore he will not allow the many, who could gratify 
nothing but their Vanity by it, the Pleaſure of think- 
ing him their particular Friend.

CONSTANT IUS is married, and even in this 
Point Paſſion did not get the better of his uſual Judi- 
ciouſneſs.

once ſatisfied with, and improves her Underſtanding,

but has not the Art of raiſing Images which are divert-

In ſhort, whilſt J was acquainted with Leontia, and

„Companion and a Nurſe. The Lady was much of 
* his own Diſpoſition, and conſented to his Propoſal, 
only becauſe ſhe could not find in her heart to refuſe 
« the Offer of a Huſband ; and they led as quiet and 
« ſtopid a Life, as the oreateſt Philoſophers, with all 
« their Wiſdom and Dignity, can point out to their 
«« Diſciples. 

Mx Siſter and I were ſent to a Boarding. School : 
* for we were only thought troubleſome at home, us | 
« whilſt my Father thought us ſaſe and out of harm's 
* way, he was contented. My Mother's Fortune, which 
* was 5000 J. was to be divided between us; but my 
«: Siſter dying when ſhe was Eighteen, the whole Sum

“ 'THis at firſt perhaps may ſound vain to ſay, but, 
as you earneſtly defired me to give you the Hiſtory 
of my Life, I think it neceſſary, in order to make 
what I ſay intelligible, to let you into my own Diſ- 
poſition ; 2nd to me it appears a more fooliſh Vanity 
to endeavour to hide what Good we believe our- 


ſelves poſſeſſed of, only in hopes the Imaginations of 


others may be warm enough to ſet our Perfections in 
a fairer Light than they deſerve, than to ſpeak 
honeſtly our own Thoughts of ourſelves. If there 
is any Good in my Nature, I am very ſenſible I did 
not give it myſelf, and therefore humbly dire& my 
Thanks for it to the great God that made me. 


« My Temper was calm and eaſy, which made it 


difficult to be ruffled, becauſe I had ſo perfect an In- 
difference in all Trifles which way I aQed, that had
